There are other passages where 
Shakespeare may well have been in the author’s mind, ¢.g., 
“they doo not onely (as I say) feed the eare with sweete words, 
equally ballanced, the eye with variable delight, but also with 
great allacritie doth (sic) swiftly runne ouer in two houres 
space, the dooings of many yeares, galloping from one countrey 
to an other,” where the change to the singular “ doth ” suggests 
he was thinking of a particular author; and again “ it is pittie 
such noble giftes, should be so basely imployed, as to prosti- 
tute their ingenious labours to inrich such buckorome gentle- 
men.” Vertuwes Commonwealth appeared again in 1605 under 
the title The Schoole of Pollicie; the Britwell copy of the latter 
was sold in these rooms last year for £650. |

THE RAILWAY. CENTENARY COLLECTION. 


The World’s First Railway was the Stockton and Darlington (County 


Durham), opened in September, 1825. Upon that occasion a train 
of 34 “vehicles” (a gross load of 90 tons) was drawn by an engine 
driven by George Stephenson—the Father of the World’s Railways 
—with a signalman on horseback in front. The average speed 
was 10 miles per hour, and the entire length of the road 38 miles. 
The track—a single “line ”—had sidings at every quarter mile, to 
allow trains coming in opposite directions to pass each other. 
This, the initial attempt, was described by a contemporary, as a 
“wellspring of intellectual, moral and political benefits beyond all 
measurement and all price.” This collection has been formed in 
commemoration of that event. 

The extent and importance of the collection can be roughly 
estimated from the following facts: it.comprises 253 separate 
Books upon Railroads of all Countries, 66 Original Drawings, 65 
Autograph Letters and Manuscripts, an original Painting in oils, 
and the original Casket, in damascened metal, containing the 
padlock and key with which the North Western Railroad Bridge 
over the Indus at Sukkur (India) was first opened in 1889 

The Drawings include: the series of sixty highly finished 
Drawings by J. U. Rastrick, the constructing engineer for the 
London and Brighton Railway and its collaterals, and the Kenyon 
and Leigh and Bolton and Preston lines. These are all signed and 
dated 1830-43. 

Two equally highly finished Drawings (by E. T. Dolby, who drew 
the six Views of English Railroads, lithographed by Clerk & Co.) 
of the Birmingham and Gloster Railroad, show the Line. in course 
of construction ; a very curious Drawing in water-colours, in the 
manner of John Leech, signed “J. F. D.,” showing two trains (1867); 
the Drawing for the £25 Share Certificate, in the Newport, Aber- 
gavenny and Hereford Railway, 1846; the exceedingly quaint 
PAINTING IN OILS, of the First Train in Belgium, carrying 
passengers from Brussels to Malines (see ILLUSTRATION). 

THE AUTOGRAPH LETTERS AND MANUSCRIPTS include three 
very fine signed Letters from George Stephenson—the Father of 
the World’s Railways—and three from his son Robert.
